Chapter 1 


Background Management Basics 











Manga Background Management 


Manga characters move amid frames. Everything inside the frame except for the character is 
known as the background. Here, things like buildings, with specific backgrounds and effect 
lines, convey where the character is, how she is feeling, what she is doing, etc., to the reader. 


Background usage can be broken down into three general categories.

How to Draw Basic Backgrounds 





The key to backgrounds is a sense of perspective. Things 
close up look big and things far away look small. 
Backgrounds not only include scenes of nature but also 
buildings and interiors. If not draw with care, they won't look 
professional. To look like a pro, use linear perspective.

Objects on a horizontal plane become smaller and smaller as they reach a vanishing point. 
The proportion of smallness radiates from the vanishing point along the extended perspective lines. 
In addition, the height of the horizontal plane is normally from eye level. 
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With an opened-view, choose a 
vanishing point. Radiate lines of 
perspective from that point and 
draw in the contour of buildings, 
etc., along these lines.

A drawing composed in 
perspective with one 
vanishing point. 


Drawing this is relatively easy 
and often used in manga. 


1) First, draw a rough outline of the 
buildings lightly in pencil. 

Pick the general direction of the 
vanishing point and draw. 








2) Next, set the vanishing point 
and draw radiating lines of 
perspective from there. Some 
people like to draw these lines 
with a colored pencil. 











3) With the lines as a 
yardstick, outline the details of 
the buildings. Pay attention to 
details like the windows. 
When a character is in frame, 
pay mind to the character's 
line of sight.

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Look at the two illustrations above. These are of the same picture drawn using 
two different techniques. 
Drawing 1 makes use of one-point perspective while drawing 2 uses three different 


vanishing points which is known as trick one-point perspective or 'damashi itten' or 
‘mayakashi itten' in Japanese. 
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How to Draw Trick One-Point Perspective 


Drawing 1 uses one-point 1 
perspective with A as the vanishing 
point set on a horizontal plane. 


Drawing 2 uses trick one-point 
perspective. 

In this case, two additional 
perpendicular vanishing points C 
and D are added to B - the main 
vanishing point. 


As long as C and D are 
perpendicular and don't seem out of 
place then everything is all right. 


When placing a character in the 
scene, draw in perspective from a 
point near the knees towards the 
floor. Then draw in perspective from 
point B. 


The same goes for placing objects. 
Divide the placement of the three 
vanishing points well, and as long as 
it doesn't look strange then there 
should be no problems. 


This technique is used for 
placing characters in a small 
space or making a small space 
look bigger. Sometimes the 
perspective can get a little out of 
whack when laying out furniture 
so be careful.

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Drawing Circles in Perspective 


Circles, when viewed from a diagonal angles, look like ovals. To draw a circle in one-point 


perspective, the circle facing forward should remain a circle and the other circle should be 
drawn as an oval. 


To draw an oval, it should fit into the 
square giving it perspective. The 
same goes for two and three-point 
perspective. 


Ovals can be drawn freehand; however, for 
those who want to be precise, use an oval ruler 


or draftsman's curve ruler or freehand ruler.

To draw circular pillars in 
perspective, the ovals on the top 
and bottom will be of different sizes. 


As small circular objects used in insert 
shots like this are drawn with no 
vanishing point, the size of the top and 
bottom circles are the same.

Before etching ascertain the stitching of the tone. For those who want to learn high-end 
techniques this section is for you.

Also, when cutting with the tip, if you use the 
entire tip it will get caught in the tone and won't 
cut. You need to find a delicate balance in the 
angle that you slant the cutter.

Etching with the Back of the Tip

2) Etch using a design cutter along the 
edge of the ruler. It is easier to start in 
the middle etching outward. Because of 
the size of the flash and thumbtack, a 
normal sized acrylic ruler is used here.

This pattern is called 'moiré' in 
Japanese from the French word 
‘moire’ and when layered a variety of 
patterns are possible. Moire is also 
used as a pattern tone applied 
beforehand. When layering tones it 
is best not to have the pattern stick 
out. 





So you are thinking how do | do 
that? The first thing you need to 
do is to use tones of the same 
number. If you use tones of 
different numbers, you will get the 
‘moare’ pattern caused from the 
density of the dots. (example 2) 











As a general rule only two 
layers are permitted. 
Three layers cause 
problems at print time 
and come out all black. 














Also be careful 
not to use too 
dense tones as it 
will cover up your 
drawing in 
printing. 











The key is to use tones of 
the same number when 
layering. In short, 

the way to avoid a 'moiré' 
effect is to shift the dots of 
the two tones ever so 
slighitly.

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How to Create Clouds 
at Dusk Using Layering 


Clouds at dusk can be expressed 
using this technique. 


1) Attach the tone and mark off an area 
First attach the tone and mark off the area 
sketching a cloud.

2) Etch the bottom part of the clouds

Expressing Trees and Forests 





Simply cutting the tones. 
After drawing the outline with a blue pencil 
or pencil, cut the tone. 


When etched in a triangular nature, the leaves an 
branches look like a needle-leaf tree. 


The large trees in the foreground are drawn in pen, and the trees and underbrush in the distance 
are done with a tone. The key is to etch the light poking through the treetops with a ruler. 
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Expressing Deserts 


Grain tones are pasted in key 
points along the shadow of the 
sand dune. The darker tones used 
in the foreground with lighter tones 
used in the background give a 
feeling of perspective. Add some 
cutter etching at the foot of the 
dunes for effect. 











Grain gradation tone. Paste 
tones to make the area near the 
top of the dunes look dark and 
the foot areas look light. 


This one uses a pointillist tone. 
Etching and layering were used 
adjusting the darkness. 
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; : Using a photograph for reference, carefully etch the 
EOFN mme dtl waves with the back tip of a cutter. 






The key to lakes is to capture the reflection of the 
background. 


The reflection makes the background look peaceful 
bringing out the atmosphere of the lake. When viewed 
from the shore, the reflection is symmetric to the castle 
and the size the same. Add touches of white for 
reflection in the water. 


Adding reflected light to rivers gives them the 
appearance of a clear, flowing stream. These were done 
with a ruler finding an easy place to line up the etching.

Etch with vigor in the direction of 
the fire. If you etch the tip of the 
flames in a curved manner, they 
become more noticeable.

a. This uses a dot tone with the finishing touches like the 
previous example. The visual direction shows the movement 
of an instant in this fight scene. Pay attention to the direction 
of the dots and etch with force. 


b. The visual direction of expressing the power emanating 
from the character can be changed based on the etching of 
swirls and vortexes in background gradation tones. 


c. Adding the sun in the background tone gives it a feeling of 
stupidity. 


d. A grain tone was laid slightly over the characters and 
etched in the direction of their movement. The visual direction 
uses a stop motion effect creating a moving scene. 


e. Etched with the tip of the cutter giving a smoke effect. The 
visual direction expresses an ominous sense. 
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Illust Tex and Instantex are members 
of the tone family. These are sheet 
patterns laid over the page and rubbed 
to transfer the pattern to the page. 





1) Prepare a page. 





2) Place the sheet over the page and rub it with 
a tone tool or spatula transferring the pattern to 
the page. 


3) After transfer slowly remove the tone.

Other Tone Techniques 





If the areas of pointed tones peel off: 

1) Pointed areas of tones peel off easily. 
Sometimes no matter how hard you paste 
them on they come off. 





2) Try using a clear piece of the tone title area. 
If the piece isn't big enough, try etching off the 
lettering. 





3) Paste the tone over the peeled off area. 






Tone Pasting Ordering 
1) When using flashes, sand erasers and the 
like, start with the background tone. 


2) Next do big tones. 


3) Then small tones. 
If you do small tones before big tones, the big 
tones when temporarily pasted have a 
tendency to peel off smaller tones.

Light and Shadows in Manga _ 





In the real world, if there is light, no matter how small an object is, it has a shadow. However, 


manga drawings unlike photographs or paintings, there is no need to faithfully draw the fine 
details of shadows. 


Reasons to add shadows 
in MANGA are: 


a. to add depth of 
perception and 
perspective in buildings 
and the like in the 
background 


b. to add a three- 
dimensional effect to 
objects and characters 


c. to express the sense 
of height between the 
ground/floor under 
tables or jumping 
characters 


d. to show the presence 
of objects and 
characters by adding 
shadows to the ground 
and floor 


For the most part, these are for visual 
direction effects. The amount of 
shadow is different from person to 
person based on their judgment. 
There are an equal amount of people 
who add shadows to backgrounds 
but not to characters and who add 
shadows to both. 

However, no shadow at all doesn't 
make for good manga and too much 
shadow makes for confused, dark 
and difficult to see manga. 


e. to show the emotional "4

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The same can be said about light. 


At night and in dark dim lit rooms the 
character is dark. But you wouldn't add a 
dark tone on top, would you? 





Making the main character white is one technique. 


Other highlight techniques using light: 





To bring out the glossiness in hair While back light makes a shadow

Shadows are expressed 
with tones and pen touches 
in manga. 

When using tones, as a 
general rule dots and 
gradation tones are used 
but you can try other ones.

Usually this is enough 
but etching the tone and 
shading can be used to 
better bring out the light.

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Drawing Shadows on Characters' Faces 





Take a look at these examples. 


1. light shadow 2. middle shadow 





Shadows are hard to add to 
round faced characters. 
Shadows are often added to 
the hair and forehead.

Adding a little light to the nose adds Light cast from the front of the character 
dimension to the character. 
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Please use your judgment based on the scene when deciding the amount of shadow to add to 
characters. Devise your own ways like, when the character is happy try light shadows, or add 
more shadow at dusk, or add shadows only to close-up shots leaving an impact on your 
readers. If you think adding no shadows are best then that is fine too.

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Shadows Cast on the Body _ 








In this case shadows were expressed using tones. 
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These drawings are merely to bring out the dimensions and are more 
simplified than actual bodies. In addition, in real life more shadows 
would occur. 


Shadows are but one part of a drawing. Instead of being faithful to 
reality being faithful to your individual taste using deformed shadows 
may be more important. 








In real life shadows on the body are complex. Real to life representations can be 
created adjusting the density of shadows using tones and layering.

Shadows Cast on the Ground _ 





In real life, the length of shadows 
cast on the ground varies with the 
height and position of the sun. 


In addition, the shadow varies 

with the posture of the character. 
Let's look at some basic posture 
examples.

While extremely long shadows can be 
drawn, they will probably frame out 
and get in the way of the drawing. In 
this case, use gradation midway. Net 
patterns and tones work well for this. 
Adding gradation in the tone helps. 
With dot tones shade by etching. If it 
won't get in the way of the drawing, 
adding black works well too. 















Be careful with shadows on 
gradation tones net patterns the feet.

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1) This shadow uses a denser tone 
than the far off shadows bringing 
out the perspective. 


2) Since tones were previously 
added to the tree and the roof, 
shadowing was done by layering the 
tones. 


8) Adding light brings out the 
dimensions. 


4) This is the shadow cast on the 
ground from the wall. If the light 
source was from the front, this 
shadow would not be needed. 


5) These are shadows from the 
characters. These were done in a 
complex manner to show the 
hairstyle and flares in the skirt. More 
simplified shadows are fine too. 


6) Shadow under the car. Without 
this shadow the car floats and 
doesn't look real. Be sure to 
shadow here. Dense tones work 
well. 


7) Shadows added to show the 
roundness of the telephone pole. 


8) Shadows cast on the trees and 
trashcans from the telephone pole. 
Shadows on small objects far off in 
the distance do not have to be 
added. 


9) Shadow under the eaves of the 
house. These shadows bring the 
eaves forward into the frame. 





10) Similar shadows under the 
window. 


11) To bring out the perspective in 
the distance, the drawing of the 
building was abbreviated. Shadows 
can be left out in this case. 
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In the real world, no matter how small an 
object is, it has a shadow. 

While this drawing doesn't have the most 
detailed of backgrounds, it covers the 
basic points of shadowing. 
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Key techniques are: 
Adding tones to the boundary areas brings out the power of the sunlight. 


In addition, layering tones emphasizes the light while at the same time adding depth to the 
drawing. 


A drawing expressing the bright, refreshing light of the morning in a room scene.
